Ninety-three  Columbia  graduates 
gathered  May  13  at  Peachtree  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Atlanta  for  Com- 
mencement exercises.  Andrew 
Young,  former  mayor  of  Atlanta,  read 
from  Romans  12  and  addressed  the 
graduates. 

He  said,  "We  have  given  our  lives 
as  a  living  sacrifice.  The  tension  now 
is  whether  we  will  be  led  by  the  Spirit 
of  God  or  molded  in  traditional  direc- 
tions that  have  patterned  ministries 
down  through  the  ages."  As  he  spoke 
of  the  "priestly  function"  of  ministers, 
he  continued,  "It  is  essential  that  we 
establish  some  regular  religious 
routine  in  the  lives  of  our  parishion- 
ers. We  must  be  practicing  the 
presence  of  God  in  our  daily  lives!" 

After  the  service,  Peachtree  hosted 
a  reception  for  graduates,  their 
families  and  friends,  and  the  faculty. 

The  4:00  service  followed  the 
11:00  a.m.  baccalaureate  service  held 
at  Trinity  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Atlanta.  The  Rev.  Perky  Daniel, 
pastor  of  Morningside  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Atlanta  read  Romans  5:1-11 
and  preached  the  baccalaureate 
sermon,  "A  Well- Worn  Word." 

During  this  158th  commencement, 
President  Douglas  Oldenburg  pre- 
sented each  graduate  with  a  diploma, 
assisted  by  Philip  Gehman,  vice 
president  for  student  life.  Each 


graduate  was  congratulated  by  John 
Conant,  chairman  of  Columbia's 
Board  of  Directors,  and  hooded  by 
Glenn  Bucher,  vice  president  for 
academic  affairs.

President  Douglas  W.  Oldenburg  has 
announced  that  Columbia  Theological 
Seminary  will  begin  a  program  for 
theological  studies  in  Orlando, 
Florida,  this  fall.  The  action  was 
approved  by  the  seminary's  Board  of 
Directors  at  its  spring  meeting  in 
April. 

Dr.  Oldenburg  said,  "This  is  an 
exciting  new  venture  for  Columbia 
Seminary.  An  increasing  number  of 
second-career  men  and  women  are 
being  drawn  to  ordained  ministry, 
and  we  are  seeking  to  make  it  easier 
for  them  to  be  exposed  to  solid 
theological  education.  We  are  grateful 
for  the  strong  encouragement  we  have 
received  from  our  Presbyterian  (USA) 


friends  in  Florida.  This  is  truly  'an 
idea  whose  time  has  come!'" 

Three  courses  will  be  offered 
during  the  1990-1991  academic  year: 
fall  term,  Survey  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment, taught  by  Dr.  James  Newsome; 
winter/spring  term,  Survey  of  the 
New  Testament;  and  summer  term, 
Introduction  to  Ministry,  taught  by 
Dr.  Jasper  Keith.  Professor  Newsome 
is  serving  as  Columbia's  interim 
director  of  the  program.

Support  grows  for 
PC(USA)*sl%Plan 


Supi-c  >F  i  ( ( >N  i  inues  to  increase  for  the 
i  heological  Education  Fund  of  the 
PC(USA).  Many  churches  have  made 
their  commitments  for  the  1990 
calendar  vear,  and  the  evidence 
demonstrates  that  more  are  prepared 
to  join  in  this  effort  to  strengthen 
theological  education. 

Several  years  ago,  following  the 
merger  of  the  two  Presbyterian 
denominations,  studies  indicated  that 
a  new  and  more  effective  method 
should  be  found  to  help  our  seminar- 
ies perform  their  missions.  In  the  old 
svstems,  the  southern  branch  had  rela- 
tionships  with  synods,  while  the 
northern  sector  was  closely  connected 
with  their  General  Assembly-  Both 
systems  are  now  being  replaced. 

The  new  plan,  called  the  Theologi- 
cal Education  Fund  (and  known  as  the 

1' ;  Plan"),  asks  that  each  local 
congregation  in  the  denomination 
contribute  one  percent  of  its  local 
program  budget  to  the  fund.  The 
Committee  on  Theological  Education 
ot  the  PC(USA),  which  supervises  the 
Theological  Education  Fund,  asks  that 
the  I      Plan  funds  be  a  new  gift  rather 
than  money  taken  from  other  commit- 
ments. 

The  1 ' ;  plan  is  based  on  the 
concept  that  each  church  should  be 
involved  in  preparing  future  leaders 
of  the  church.  In  effect,  the  local 
congregation  becomes  a  part  of  the 
current  operating  support  base  for  all 
I  1  theological  institutions. 

The  Committee  on  Theological 
Education  distributes  the  funds  to 
each  of  the  1 1  theological  institutions 
of  the  PC(USA)  according  to  a  for- 
mula. This  formula  is  based  on  a 
number  of  factors,  including  past 
funding  sources,  number  of  students 
graduated  over  a  four-year  period, 
number  of  Presbyterian  students,  and 


so  forth.  The  formula  has  received 
unanimous  approval  of  the  11  theo- 
logical institutions. 

President  Douglas  W.  Oldenburg 
has  said,  "I  am  pleased  that  over  10 
percent  of  the  congregations  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  (USA)  partici- 
pated in  the  new  theological  fund  last 
year  and  especially  pleased  that 
churches  in  the  Southeast  were  so 
supportive.  I  am  confident  that 
considerably  more  churches  will  join 
us  in  1990  and  the  number  will  grow 
from  year  to  year.  We  are  deeply 
grateful  to  those  churches  that  have 
responded,  and  we  challenge  those 
who  have  not  included  it  in  their 
budgets  for  1990  to  consider  it  for 
their  1991  church  budgets.  It  is 
critically  important  that  each  local 
church  know  that  it  is  participating  in 
the  training  of  its  future  leaders." 

The  Reverend  Joyce  Tucker, 
director  of  the  Committee  on  Theo- 
logical Education  in  Louisville, 
reported  at  this  past  General  Assem- 
bly that  more  than  1,100  churches 
have  already  contributed  over  $1.2 
million  through  this  plan  for  funding 
theological  education.  She,  too, 
expects  that  number  to  increase  as 
word  spreads  about  the  need  and 
success  of  the  program. 

The  Committee  on  Theological 
Education  encourages  those  churches 
which  have  had  special  relationships 
with  individual  theological  schools  to 
continue  those  relationships.  But  the 
wider  spectrum  of  the  1%  Plan  will 
make  possible  a  stronger  theological 
program  throughout  the  entire 
Presbyterian  Church.

Bellah  to  give

Dr.  Robert  N.  Bellah,  co-author  of 
Habit*  of  the  Heart ,  will  give  the 
address  at  Columbia  Seminary's  163rd 
opening  convocation  on  September  12. 
Dr.  Bellah,  Elliott  Professor  of  Sociol- 
ogy at  the  University  of  California, 
Berkeley,  will  be  on  Columbia's 
campus  to  lead  the  faculty  seminar, 
which  has  been  funded  by  the  Lilly 
Endowment  grant.

The  first  year  class,  many  of 
whom  are  in  the  summer  Greek 
School  class  at  the  seminary,  will  be 
introduced  to  the  Columbia  commu- 
nity after  Dr.  Bellah's  address.  This 
fall,  the  seminary  expects  an  entering 
class  of  approximately  55  students  in 
the  Master  of  Divinity  and  Master  of 
Arts  in  Theological  Studies  programs. 
Approximately  35  percent  of  that 
number  are  female;  11  percent  are 
ethnic/ minority  students.  Forty-two 
percent  are  married,  including  three 
married  couples.  The  students  come 
from  13  states  and  Mexico.

James  Cone 


Cone  course 
offered  for 
spring  1991 

A  new  course,  "The  Future  of  Black 
Theology:  James  H.  Cone  and  New 
Directions,"  will  be  offered  during  the 
spring  1991  term  at  Columbia  Semi- 
nary. The  course  will  be  built  around 
James  Cone,  one  of  the  foremost 
voices  of  black  theology  in  the  nation. 
Dr.  Cone  will  be  on  campus  four  times 
during  the  spring  term  for  the  course. 

Dr.  Cone,  the  Charles  A.  Briggs 
Distinguished  Professor  of  Systematic 
Theology  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  New  York,  holds  the  B.D. 
from  Garrett  Theological  Seminary 
and  the  Ph.D.  from  Northwestern 
University.  His  books  include  A  Black 
Theology  of  Liberation:  The  Spirituals  and 
the  Blues:  An  Interpretation;  Black 
Theology:  A  Documentary  History,  1966- 
1979:  Speaking  the  Truth.  Ecumenism, 
Liberation,  and  Black  Theology;  and  the 
upcoming  Martin  and  Malcolm  in 
America:  A  Dream  or  a  Nightmare. 

Five  Atlanta  Theological  Associa- 
tion professors  will  participate  in  the 
seminar:  Columbia  professors  Walter 
Brueggemann,  Glenn  Bucher,  and 
Shirley  Guthrie;  Jacquelyn  Grant,  who 
wrote  White  Women's  Christ  and  Black 
Women's  Jesus  and  teaches  systematic 
theology  at  Interdenominational 
Theological  Center;  and  Noel  Erskine, 
Associate  Professor  of  Theology  and 
Ethics  at  Candler  School  of  Theology 
and  author  of  Decolonizing  Theology. 

Dr.  Brueggemann  said  about  the 
course,  "The  United  States  is  at  the 
edge  of  a  world  revolution  in  which 
social  relationships  are  being  radically 
recast.  In  the  recasting,  in  the  U.S.,  the 
black/white  modes  of  social  relation- 
ships are  at  the  center  of  the  crisis. 
This  seminar  is  to  reflect  on  the  crisis 
in  the  light  of  the  gospel." 

The  course,  which  will  meet 
weekly  on  Thursday  nights,  is  open  to 
students  in  all  the  Atlanta  Theological 
Association  seminaries  for  credit.  □

On  May  14,  President  Douglas  Old- 
enburg left  with  his  wife,  Claudia,  and 
their  son,  Todd,  for  Korea.  He  had 
been  invited  by  the  president  of  the 
Presbyterian  Seminary  and  College  In 
Seoul,  Dr.  Young  Gil  Maeng,  to  give 
an  address  at  the  centennial  anniver- 
sary celebration  of  the  arrival  of 
Samuel  Moffett,  founder  of  the 
seminary,  to  Korea.  Dr.  G.  Thompson 
Brown,  visiting  professor  at  Colum- 
bia, and  Mrs.  Brown  also  were  part  of 
the  celebration. 

The  Oldenburgs  and  Browns 
hosted  a  breakfast  for  all  Columbia 
alumni/ae  in  Korea.  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Brown  also  visited  the  seminary  in 
Kwangju,  which  he  had  started  in 
1960  when  they  were  missionaries  in 
Korea. 

At  the  request  of  Dr.  Maeng,  Dr. 
Oldenburg  lectured  on  "Christian 
Faith  and  Economic  Justice,"  relating 
his  remarks  to  the  rapidly  emerging 
Korean  economy.  Dr.  Brown  gave  a 
lecture  on  Dr.  Moffett.

Oldenburg  lectured  at  Yonsei  Univer- 
sity and  preached  at  the  Sei  Moon  An 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Seoul. 

Just  prior  to  the  visit  by  the 
Oldenburgs  and  Browns,  students  at 
the  seminary  had  begun  a  protest 
against  the  decision  of  the  Board  oi 
Directors  to  move  the  seminary  to 
another  location.

Authors  lead  Faculty  Seminar 
as  part  of  program  review 


1990  graduates

With  the  $137,900  grant  awarded  by 
the  Lilly  Endowment,  Inc.,  for  pro- 
gram and  curriculum  review,  Colum- 
bia Seminary  has  begun  discussing 
issues  in  theological  education  appro- 
priate to  the  seminary.  A  major  focus 
this  year  will  be  the  Faculty  Seminar, 
organized  by  Professor  Erskine 
Clarke.  Twenty  faculty  members  will 
be  participating. 

The  Faculty  Seminar,  to  be  held 
eight  times  during  the  year,  will 
"explore  the  big  picture  of  religion 
and  contemporary  American  culture," 
according  to  Dr.  Clarke.  Led  by 
Robert  Bellah,  Steven  Tipton,  and 
William  Sullivan,  three  of  the  five 
authors  of  Habits  of  the  Heart  and  the 
upcoming  The  Good  Society,  the 
seminar  will  have  these  two  books  as 
its  point  of  departure.  Additional 
readings  are  scheduled  through  the 
year.  For  each  seminar,  a  member  of 
Columbia's  faculty  will  respond  to  an 
initial  presentation  by  Professors 
Bellah,  Tipton,  or  Sullivan.  Another 
Columbia  faculty  member  will 
moderate  the  discussion  that  follows, 
present  the  afternoon's  discussion  to 
the  full  faculty  at  dinner,  and  preside 
over  the  discussion  that  follows. 

The  first  seminar,  to  be  held  on 
September  12,  is  "American  Character 
and  Culture  in  Conversation,"  led  by 
Dr.  Bellah,  Elliott  Professor  of  Sociol- 
ogy at  the  University  of  California, 
Berkeley.  The  discussion  will  include 
readings  from  Habits  of  the  Heart, 
Individualism  and  Commitment  in 
American  Life,  and  "Christian  Faithful- 
ness in  a  Pluralist  World." 

The  October  10  seminar,  "Under- 
standing the  Self:  A  Conversation 
among  Sociology,  Psychology,  and 
Theology,"  will  be  led  by  Dr.  Tipton, 
Associate  Professor  of  Sociology  of 
Religion  at  Candler  School  of  Theol- 
ogy, Emory  University-  The  seminar 
will  continue  readings  from  the 
September  seminar. 

"Centrist  Public  Church  or 
Alternative  Community7"  will  be  the 
December  12  seminar,  led  by  Stanley 
Hauerwas  and  William  Willimon  of 
Duke  University.  Their  book,  Resident 
Aliens,  along  with  Glenn  Tender's  The 
Political  Meaning  of  Christianity,  will  be 
the  focus  as  the  group  discusses  the 
role  of  the  church  in  an  increasingly 
pluralistic,  secular  society.  Respon- 
dents will  be  Dr.  Tipton  and  the  Rev. 
Joe  Harvard  of  Durham,  North 
Carolina. 

This  seminar,  which  will  continue 
into  next  spring,  follows  several  meet- 
ings held  by  the  faculty  during  this 
spring  and  summer.  On  May  10, 
Barbara  Wheeler,  President  of  Auburn 
Theological  Seminary,  spoke  at  a 
faculty  forum.  She  reviewed  recent 
national  studies  on  theological 
education.  The  faculty  then  discussed 
two  pieces  which  had  been  read, 
Charles  Wood's  Vision  and  Discern- 
ment and  a  paper  by  David  Kelsey. 
Following  the  discussion,  the  faculty 
identified  and  set  in  priority  the  most 
important  issues  of  theological 
education  confronting  Columbia.

In  late  May,  the  faculty's  Curricu- 
lum Committee  met  with  three 
consultants:  Belle  Miller  McMaster, 
Director  of  Corporate  and  Social 
Ministry  for  the  PC(USA);  Cameron 
Murchison,  Presbyterian  minister  of 
Blacksburg,  Virginia;  and  Richard 
Mouw,  Provost  at  Fuller  Theological 
Seminary.  The  group  discussed 
Professor  Clarke's  paper,  "The 
History  of  Columbia  Seminary: 
Implications  for  the  Present,"  and 
identified  specific  issues  facing  the 
seminary.  The  committee  also  made 
plans  for  the  faculty  retreat,  August  28 
and  29,  1990. 

During  that  retreat,  the  faculty 
will  discuss  three  faculty  papers: 
"What  Does  It  Mean  to  Be  a  Reformed 
Seminary  in  the  Contemporary 
World?"  by  Dr.  James  Newsome;  the 
paper  by  Dr.  Clarke;  and  "Learning. 
Full  of  Grace  and  Truth"  by  Dr. 
Walter  Brueggemann.  In  addition,  a 
faculty  panel  on  the  "socialization  of 
students"  will  discuss  ways  students 
learn  outside  the  classroom.  "This 
will  give  us  a  chance  to  think  about 
the  whole  learning  process,  rather 
than  just  courses  and  hours  of  credit," 
Dr.  Charles  Cousar,  chair  of  the 
Curriculum  Committee,  said. 

Three  consultants  will  participate 
in  the  faculty  retreat.  Professor  Robert 
Schreiter  of  the  Catholic  Theological 
Union  in  Chicago,  Professor  Gayraud 
Wilmore  of  Interdenominational 
Theological  Center  in  Atlanta,  and 
Provost  Mouw  of  Fuller  will  respond 
to  the  papers  and  the  panel. 

Dr.  Glenn  R.  Bucher,  Dean  of  the 
Faculty  and  Vice  President  for  Aca- 
demic Affairs,  said,  "The  faculty's 
intention  during  the  first  year  of  the 
Lilly  grant  is  to  discuss  issues  with 
themes  in  theological  education  —  at 
Columbia  and  on  the  national  scene. 
We  have  begun!  Clearly,  this  fall  will 
be  an  important  time  in  the  life  of  the 
discussion.  We  are  most  fortunate  to 
have  the  participation  of  the  faculty 
and  the  resource  persons."  □
